Bel from necessity, it is the language 
in lsbicb moet of the correspondence 
fill Headquarters is done. There are so 
many languages that we an bonnd to 
have one which snail be, so to speak, tba 
Official language, and therefore sb Eng- 
lish is the best known to the majority of 
our Officers, it of necessity takes that 
place. Slill, although English is taught 
n the high schools, and colleges, and 
there ia therefore a growing and very 
influential class who know, and are to a 
certain extent familiar with the language, 
tbete is in not any one place, a sufficient- 
Ij large uody of these to make it worth 
while using that langnage to any great 
Bitot. And wa Sud, that to really get at 
■ nan's heart, yoa must use the language 
hia mother speaks. 

llindvttani (No, 1) ia divided into two 
thief forms. The Urdu, chiefly used by 
Uabommedsne, and Hindi chiefly need by 
Hindus ; theso, especially the latter, are 
divided up into many dialects; bat it is 
estimated that out of tba' three hundred 
niUieu people in India one hundred 
million speak Einduelani in one form or 
biether. and it is commonly understood 
all .-to India. The example wa give is 
Urrtn, written in the Nsahtalik, a variety 
or style of the PeTsl-Arabia character, 
'hick oharaetei! ia nsed in Arabia. Persia, 
Tokay, Egypt, and in fact through tbe 
whole of the MaFsalmon world. The 
Hindi is written in another character 
called the Devanagari, which ia almost 
the ramo character as Marathi. Hindu. 
stini is the Official Government lauguage 
of India, in which all Government Officers 
werequired to pass examinations. It was 
for the purposes of the Government ser- 
vies, that our Commissioner learnt this 
Imgaage bo thoroughly. ' 

Einghalus (No. 2J is the language 

Ekoa bv the Singhalese, part of tbe 
population of Ceylon who number 
some one million eight hundred thonaand, 
Ihoy a BuddhietB, acd differ greatly from 
their Hindu neighbors. We have a War 
Ory (tUo Yuddha Ghosawa) pnbliehed in 
this language, and printed in theso queer 
looking characters. This was OoL, Wesra- 
Worijo's native language. 

Marathi (No. 8.) This language is 
•pokon by the Mahrattas, a large nation 
nnmberbg oome 17,000,000 in the West

Tamil (No, £.) This langnage ic 
"poiBnby, nation of eome 18,000,000 
PMple'iu South Indie, among whom we 



whjph has a cireulatian now of nearly 
6,000. Tba work is spreading tery fast 
among them; they are noted for the striot- 
ncss of their adhenmce 10 Hinduism, and 
when they get properly saved they make 
splendid soldiers. The langnage belongs 
to an entirely different class to all the 
others, known bs the Dravidian family of 
languages. Belonging to thia class in 
Sooth India, tbere are also the Telngu, 
spoken hy 17,000.000 people. Kanareeo 
some 6,000,000 and Malayan aboot the 
Bisic In 'Alicia lauguagos and among 
tbese people we are ob yet doing nothing. 
There is also Bengali of wbidi tharo is 
1 epooimen liere, but wliiob is spokon in 
Oalcntta; ana is tbe langnage of 89,000,- 



amounting, it is said, to more than 530, 
Many of these are, however, aonfined ' 
small tracts of country. 

The following are languages known to 
and nsed by our Officers. Sanscrit, Hin- 
dustani, Marathi, Gnjarati, Panjabi. Ben- 
gali, Arabie, Persian, Tamil, Singhalese 
and Armenian. 

India is thus, not one country, inhabit- 
ed by one race, speaking ona langnage. 
It is, rather, a continent, peopled by dif- 
ferent races and ntvtionfJi'ies differing in 
language, religion and national character.

corps in the Dominion. 

Still a good show of uniform, and the 
spirit of brotherly love manifested, wen 
also pleasing tokens. Some have gone into 
the field; a few, alas I have stepped 
down from an out-and-out following of tbo 
Master to a seat " in-the- church -lot- some- 
body-else-do - it- there's-no-need-for-me-rel i- 
gion." Some souls have been won and 
added to the roll, but not so many as I 
should like to see.

At night waa the fnrowoll meeting or j 
our Commissioners, wbiob, we helieve we 
oAn nay waa tho best of all. Mrs. Booth- 
Tucker also presented (he uolors to Co- ' 
lorabo No. 1 corps. At the olose of the j 
raoetiog the greater part of the oongregn- 
stood to thuir feot to give themselves 
ih io God to live for tbe dying mill- 
around about them who era daily 
_ .. -ing head-long to hell. Ob. may God 
help tbem to be true to tboir vows. 

oe mora all tbe officers gathered at 
Hendqufirtere for the closing meeting of 
the Council wbioh was to be a half night 
of prayer, end at two o'olook noTt morn-
